Lastly,  I understand  you  want  the  ledger  involved  but  again 
I'd  like  the  BID  to  meet  and  discuss  and  approve  before  reaching  out  to 
the  ledger.  I already  have  a situation  whereas  the  community  thinks  we 
will  be  stringing  colored  lights  throughout  our  BID  village.
